(Twice Amended) An ostomy pouch for collecting wast^xcreted from a human body 
through a stoma, the pouch including an envelope formed of^flexible plastic sheet material 
defining a waste collection chamber, said envelope havipg an interior surface portion, a base and 
top, the envelope having an opening predeterminejWy sized for encircling a stoma, the envelope 
fitting to the human body around the stoma, th^envelope having a carrier including an absorbent 
pad that carries at least one malodour couflferactant, said carrier being fixedly attached directly or 
indirectly to the interior surface portiorKof the envelope, distal to the base of the envelope. 



2. (Twice Amended) The ostomy pouch according to claim 1 , wherein the malodour 
counteractant is a coating^ part, or all, of a surface of the carrier. 



(Amended) The ostomy pouch acceding to claim 1, wherein the malodour counteractant 



is adhered to the carrier by means of an adhesive.
